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FOREWORD 


T is our hope that the dispersal of the magnificent collection of Pennsylvania 
furniture formed by the late Mr. Howard Reifsnyder of Philadelphia over a 
period of thirty years will coincide with the beginning of a new epoch in the 

history of the appreciation of American craft-products. We who have been privileged 
to inspect, detail by detail, the beauty and the astonishing preservation of this large 
collection, have been impelled to a feeling of the most profound respect for the versa- 
tility and the artistic insight of the early craftsmen of what was for long a frontier 
colony: virtually all this wealth of design, mark you, within the borders of a single 
State. 

To the fine taste of Mr. Reifsnyder and his friends and aides Messrs. James and 
Thomas Curran of Philadelphia, we now owe much new light upon the history of 
Colonial furniture; to his zeal, such data as the Fenimore-Randolph connection [ vide 
infra}, the preservation of the Savery label chair, the extraordinary group of cabinet- 
makers’ miniatures, and many other contributions. His intimate correspondence 
attests both his keen sense and eagerness for historical values, and the innate kindliness 
of a personality which charmed everyone who had the good fortune to meet with him 
during his lifetime. 


THE EARLY FURNITURE OF PENNSYLVANIA 


The Quaker colony of Pennsylvania was founded in 1681 by the son of Admiral 
Penn, who established the capital in 1683 in Philadelphia on the Delaware. The growth 
of the colony was rapid; in the early eighteenth century an influx of German immi- 
grants seeking refuge from the Palatine wars settled in the valleys of the Schuylkill 
and the Lehigh [ Eastern Pennsylvania }, and were later reinforced by the Ulster Pres- 
byterians, driven to emigrate by the curbs put upon their industry and the religious 
persecution endured at home. These last settled the mountain district and the western 
slopes of the Allegheny range, and virtually formed the second half of the future state. 
Of the two great groups, the Germans retained their manners and customs and their 
traditional culture the longer; the Scotch-Irish intermarried with colonists of the other 
states, adapted themselves freely to the common feaures of American life, and pros- 
pered in Colonial times less than their peaceable and picturesque neighbors. 

This is faithfully reflected in the character of the furniture of the pre-Revolution- 
ary period. We shall begin by enumerating the more important representative pieces 
of Eastern Pennsylvanian [‘Dutch’} rural furniture, with special attention to their 
individual qualities; for it is these that make of the present collection a rare and valu- 
able historical record. 

The dominant features of the German Baroque age are perhaps most faithfully 
and fully reproduced in America in the Pennsylvania family Kas or wardrobe, with its 
massive proportions, heavily molded, patriarchal cornice, elaborate and naive decora- 
tion, and ball feet. These features, refined and modified, are distributed over the wall 
furniture of the Colony in the early period. Of this age are the two famous Harriet 
Randolph heirlooms of the present collection, the ball-foot chest [No. 616} and the 


unique Queen Anne walnut writing desk [No. 686] with five ball feet, the only one 
of its kind in existence. 

The most intimate and the most interesting, however, of Pennsylvania family 
treasures is the ornamental bridal chest, which played a large part in the burgher 
domesticity. The earliest example in the Reifsnyder collection, perhaps urban in origin, 
is the Sarah Smedley chest of drawers [No. 627} inlaid with the initials S. S. and 
dated 1737; this has descended through four generations of Sarahs, and has as its 
most prominent feature an elaborately shaped and inlaid apron. A later variety of 
this type is the walnut tall chest of drawers [No. 546] with inlaid date 1793, which 
reverts to the ponderous cornice of the Kas; this finely proportioned chest is note- 
worthy, as Holloway suggests, in being the latest piece in the Chippendale taste at 
present identified. The alternative [ polychrome | type of decoration is represented by 
the Benjamin Hammer Chest [No. 492] painted with flowers and interlaced hearts, 
and dated 1795; this is a transitional form between the chest and the bureau, and has 
two small base drawers. 

Of unique historical importance, though presumably of English origin, is the 
celebrated Carolean walnut armchair [No. 679} known as the William Penn chair, 
which was donated by the father of the Colony at the end of the seventeenth century 
to his friend Henry Babcock, and purchased from a descendant of the latter. A com- 
panion { No. 680}, having no traceable connection with the Penn chair, was discovered 
some years ago by Mr. Reifsnyder in Trenton. The elegance of design common to both 
appears in the intricately carved James II armchair [ No. 637} adequately described 
by Herbert Cescinsky as remarkable; one is rarely privileged to view the equal of the 
extraordinary lacework carving of the back. 

We must, however, return to native Pennsylvania. Contemporary with the early 
New England Carver chairs, three of which are contained in the present collection, 
are the massive wainscot seats typified by the paneled oak chair [ No. 517}. A highly 
interesting relation is a slat-back armchair [No. 319} actually an intermediate form 
between the wainscot chair and the slat-back class of 1700; having the heavy propor- 
tions, panel seat and spool-turned legs of the former and the ladder-back of the latter, 
though with curious angular posts. 

The graceful slat-back chairs indigenous to Pennsylvania are in fact among the © 
most beautiful products of rural craftsmanship. They are characterized by the round 
uprights, graduated arched slats [often as many as five or six in number |, and ball- 
turned frontal stretchers. The finest of the many in the Reifsnyder collection are the 
four side chairs [ Nos. 466 and 467 } possibly of Philadelphia manufacture; these have 
in fact even been attributed to William Savery, together with the rare cabriole-leg, 
slat-back armchair [ No. 629] from the Mount Pleasant Museum, which has close 
analogies to one of the earliest types recently authenticated by the discovery of the 
Savery label. 

The collection contains a few contemporaneous banister-back chairs, including 
one of the heavy Pennsylvania type [ No. 487 } with the semi-circular cresting rail; and 
the important maple day-bed [No. 663} with three flat banisters, canted back with 
chain attachment, and rush seat. The eight legs have the characteristic Dutch bulbous 
appearance, and end in large ball feet. 


The rural slat- and banister-back chairs were succeeded in popularity by the 
Windsors, which appeared in the middle of the eighteenth century. The only types we 
can definitely assign to the colony are the tall and prim comb-back armchairs [e. g. 
Nos. 470 and 167} and the low-back or horseshoe Windsors, probably made in Phila- 
delphia and represented by a beautiful armchair [ No. 603} and a settee [ No. 483 }. 
These and other early Pennsylvania Windsors may often be distinguished by the very 
individual baluster-and-cylinder turning of the legs. 

An important class in the collection is formed by the dignified “stretcher” tables 
of 1690-1720 [ Nos. 199 and 382} peculiar to the colony. These tables, in common 
with many of the larger utilitarian pieces of Pennsylvania, are almost invariably of 
walnut; ubiquitous features are the baluster-turned legs [which survived the dis- 
appearance of this turning elsewhere ], the scalloped treatment of the underframing 
and the quaint unequal drawers. The finely turned pine gate-leg table [No. 661], 
illustrated as plate 2b in Holloway’s book, is a magnificent specimen of pioneer lathe 
work. 

Of this early period, though obviously of urban manufacture, are two important 
pieces in the style of William and Mary—a six-legged highboy [ No. 701] curiously 
contrived with walnut front and maple sides; and a trumpet-turned walnut lowboy 
{No. 631], both pieces being in a superb state of preservation. We may here also 
mention the four important Queen Anne fiddle-back side chairs [Nos. 653-656 | 
which, matching almost perfectly, were assembled by Mr. Reifsnyder from differ- 
ent sources; these undoubtedly represent the highest class of aristocratic furniture of 
the Colonies prior to 1750. A walnut cabriole-leg day-bed [ No. 672} with a unique 
two-chair-back, is roughly contemporaneous with the chairs and is one of the rarest 
pieces in the collection. 


THE PHILADELPHIA CABINETMAKERS 


The early importance of Colonial Philadelphia is manifest in its furniture, which 
begins to attain distinctiveness and elegance as early as 1730-40. It is unfortunate that 
little record remains of the names of diversified styles of the early cabinetmakers; but 
the knowledge we have of the work of the Chippendale and Sheraton periods, even, is 
fragmentary, and much theory has been built up on the slenderest of data. 

Culturally speaking, Philadelphia was at the time more important than Boston, 
Richmond or New York; yet little research had been made into the history of Phila- 
delphia cabinetmaking prior to the now celebrated discovery of the label of William 
Savery in the Van Cortlandt lowboy. Following this, the Savery name was erected 
into a legend, and all the finest Chippendale furniture of the period indiscriminately 
attributed to him. What is the present standing of William Savery? W. M. Hornor, 
Jr., in a constructive article in the Pennsylvania Museum Bulletin of February, 1928, 
and Herbert Cescinsky in the International Studio of October of the same year, have 
endeavored to formulate an accurate canon of his work. The facts, for which we are 
indebted to Mr. Hornor, are briefly these: In addition to the lowboy, four labeled 
chairs by Savery are known—the beautiful walnut fiddle-back armchair [ No. 677] of 
the present collection; a web-foot walnut armchair, a ‘Dutch’ maple side chair in the 


collection of A. H. Savery, and a slat-back rush-seat armchair of plain type. By a 
process of comparison, the five-slat-back maple armchair [ No. 629} with cabriole legs, 
exhibited by Mr. Reifsnyder at Mount Pleasant, has been accurately identified as a 
product of Savery’s workshop; and a rare walnut web-foot slipper-chair [.No. 361} 
with curiously pierced top-rail is also considered by Mr. Hornor to combine elements 
found on accredited Savery pieces. 

Cescinsky has further analyzed the peculiarities of design in the Reifsnyder labeled 
chair, and his analysis is reproduced in our note on this chair. Records compiled by 
Mr. Hornor show that Savery did much small repair work at low cost, and advertised 
quantities of the ‘rush-bottom’ chairs at 4/6 each; he seems to have been responsible 
for a great quantity of simple furniture of good quality and excellent design, and for 
not a few pieces, like the fiddle-back chair, of the highest class. While we have com- 
monly been conservative in the past, we feel that it cannot too often be repeated that 
not every Chippendale chair with fluted uprights, nor every shell-carved lowboy, were 
made or inspired by William Savery. 

Since the discovery of the Van Cortlandt piece, the names of James Gillingham, 
Jonathan Gostelowe, Thomas Tufft, Edward James and others of the master-cabinet- 
makers of the period have come to light; and last and possibly greatest of all names, 
although we have not space to discuss here the individual merits of their owners, that 
of Benjamin Randolph. 

The history of the magnificent Randolph ‘sample’ chairs is fully set forth in the 
present catalogue. The wing armchair [ No. 674] and the two beautiful side chairs 
[ Nos. 675 and 676} were purchased from members of the Zelley family, descendants 
of the Fenimores, of which family Mary Fenimore, second wife of the cabinetmaker 
Randolph, was a member. These chairs, among the finest American productions in 
the Chippendale style and forming with their three fellows a group of unequaled 
merit, appear now to be definitely assignable, largely owing to the efforts of Dr. S. W. 
Woodhouse, Jr., Curator of the Pennsylvania Museum, to the workshop of Benjamin 
Randolph, ‘Cabinetmaker at the Golden Eagle in Chestnut Street between Third and 
Fourth Streets, Philadelphia’ as he styles himself on the beautiful trade card which has 
recently come to light. It is unquestionable that in the course of time the individual-_ 
istic carving found on these chairs will be identified upon others of the major pieces 
of the period, and that we may look forward to a realignment of the facts in the 
interest of one of the greatest artists of his day. 

The chef d’oeuvre of the collection is perhaps the great Van Pelt mahogany 
highboy [ No. 696] exhibited at the Mount Pleasant Museum, and distinguished by its 
elegant outline and beautiful rococo ornament. This piece is in pristine condition, and 
by the wish of the late Mr. Reifsnyder has been left untouched, a proud and masterly 
emblem of eighteenth century skill. 

The fine chest-on-chest [No. 704} with scrolled and latticed pediment in the 
manner of Jonathan Gostelowe [or perhaps Edward James] was exhibited as a repre- 
sentative piece in the Chippendale Loan Exhibition of 1924 at the Pennsylvania 
Museum; in the same exhibition appeared a slant-front secretary-bookcase [ No. 698 } 
with latticed swanneck pediment of somewhat simpler style, in which the emphasis is 
on proportion, as opposed to decorative treatment. A Philadelphia secretary-bookcase 


[No. 706} of high merit is set off by the graceful contours of the serpentine lower 
front with its rudimentary block treatment. 

The Mount Pleasant block-front writing desk { No. 683] illustrated in Nutting’s 
Furniture Treasury, pl. 636, with its superb sunburst carving, is equal to the finest of 
John Goddard’s work, and is rightly termed by Nutting “unusual and perhaps 
unique”; the piece is unquestionably of Rhode Island origin, and belongs to the years 
1765-70. 

A luxuriantly carved walnut lowboy [No. 635} from the Newlyn family of 
Philadelphia, is of the type most desired by collectors, and eagerly sought after during 
the Savery vogue. The carving of the shell and the acanthus leaf knees is of the first 
order. 

It is impossible to be frugal with superlatives. One of the finest, if not the most 
lovely of all American canopy beds is the mahogany claw-and-ball foot bedstead [No. 
699} of which we have illustrated in detail the carving of the knees. No more beauti- 
ful piece of craftsmanship, no more sincere and effortless feeling for design, is exhib- 
ited in the entire breadth of the collection. 

The splendor of mellowed mahogany is exemplified in the elegant tray-top tea 
table { No. 640} with its graceful stretchers and finial; Lockwood remarks of it, “Very 
few of this type of tea table are found in this country,” the fragile design being pecu- 
liar to England. We could further direct attention to an interesting transitional 
block-foot Pembroke table [No. 191]; the two fine piecrust tables [Nos. 650 and 
658]; the pair of late Chippendale urn tables [ No. 673} and the rare wig- or basin- 
stand [ No. 645}, both from the Mount Pleasant Museum; and the several beautiful 
claw-and-ball foot card tables. 

A magnificent group of the Chippendale chairs has been assembled together in the 
fourth session of the sale, and with a few exceptions reference will not be made to them 
here in detail. The highest forms are those of the finely carved side chair [ No. 688 } ex- 
hibited with the ‘sample’ chairs at the Pennsylvania Museum; the two tassel-back chairs 
[ Nos. 643 and 643 A] eulogized by Lockwood; the walnut side chair [ No. 646] with 
bow richly carved with leafage and shell ornaments; the important chair with fluted up- 
rights { No. 642] and unusual knee carving extending on to the seat rail; and the dig- 
nified mahogany armchair [ No. 613} from Mount Pleasant attributed to James Gil- 
lingham. A very elegant upholstered armchair [ No. 682] with square stretchered legs 
delightfully carved and bracketed dates from 1770-75, and combines the exotic quali- 
ties of the Chinese Chippendale mode with a stern solidarity of structure. With due 
regard to the claims of both American and English experts, we have reserved judgment 
regarding its country of origin. The tall-back ‘master’s’ chair [No. 358} in the 
Chippendale taste, analogous in proportion to the celebrated signer’s chair in Inde- 
pendence Hall, Philadelphia, is a scarce and curious modification. Another chair of 
unusual historical interest is an authentic leather-covered armchair of the Continental 
Congress [No. 647], which was presented to the Hon. A. H. Coffroth, one of 
Lincoln’s pallbearers and a member of Congress from Pennsylvania. 

The handsome case of the superb Edward Duffield grandfather clock [No. 667 }, 
one of the ornaments of the Chippendale Loan Exhibition, is equal in technical quality 
to the recently discovered case bearing the label of Edward James. Duffield, second 


only to the politically minded David Rittenhouse, was, indeed, one of the foremost 
clockmakers of his city. The Reifsnyder collection is unusually rich in clocks, with 
tall-case examples by Seneca Lukens, Jacob Godschalk, Aaron Willard, Benjamin 
Reed and others. The most interesting of all, however, is undoubtedly the claw-and- 
ball foot dwarf clock [No. 601} by Daniel Frost of Reading, with case in the Chip- 
pendale taste. Very few of these early ‘shelf’ clocks appear to have been made, and 
they form probably the smallest class of American timepieces in existence. 

We are of the opinion that a very small proportion of the mirrors commonly 
attributed to America were actually made in this country. The firm of John Elliott of 
Philadelphia [1753-c. 1804] which is represented in the present collection by no less 
than four labeled mirrors, advertised extensively in the Pennsylvania Journal and the 
Pennsylvania Gazette, the following being typical: Just imported in the Myrtillis, 
Capt. Budden and last ships from London, and to be sold by JOHN ELLIOTT 
at his Looking-glass Store....... a Large assortment of Looking-glasses, gilt and 
plain, viz., Piers, Sconces, Dressing-glasses, Swingers, etc., etc........ He also new- 
Quicksilvers and frames old Glasses, and supplies People with new Glass to their own 
frames { Prime, No. 101}. This is the general style of such commerce and indicates 
how much was of foreign origin, though accurate differentiation is impossible. The 
finest English carving of the period is seen in three pairs of gilded Chippendale mirrors 
in the rococo style; the smallest of these [ No. 648}, from the Bosworth collection, 
were exhibited at the Pennsylvania Museum. 

By the end of the Chippendale period [ 1780-1790}, New York assumed the lead, 
and became in many senses the arbiter of fashion; fine furniture was now made in the 
Hepplewhite and Sheraton styles in New York, Trenton and neighboring cities, 
although the Philadelphia tradition was carried on by men like Connelly with undi- 
minished skill. Of the ‘Federal’ period are the charming Hepplewhite heart- and 
shield-back chairs [No. 527] and the two celebrated shield-back armchairs from the 
Chew mansion [ No. 693} with painted and decorated backs and natural mahogany 
arms; a graceful Directoire sofa [No. 540} in the style of Connelly; the Sheraton 
square-back armchairs { No. 624] and side chairs in the manner of the Drawing-Book; 
and innumerable daintily inlaid card tables. 

The cylinder-front secretary [ No. 695} is a highly stylized composite design of 
considerable merit, the kneehole base and tall slender legs giving an effect of unusual 
lightness. It should be compared with the compactly designed slant-front desk [No. 
671} meticulously and exactly fitted, and inlaid in the Sheraton manner. 

The last beauties of Sheraton before the decadence are seen in an elaborate inlaid 
mahogany dressing table [ No. 545} which exhibits the unity of a complex design; the 
piece dates from about 1810, and indicates the tardiness of arrival of the Empire style 
on this side of the Atlantic. When it is compared, however, with the New England 
tambour-front escritoire [ No. 668} it will be seen how far fashion had traveled from 
the stark simplicity of Directoire design. 

New York in a burst of belated glory is represented by the important and charac- 
teristic mahogany sofa of the Bosworth collection [No. 678] designed and executed 
by Duncan Phyfe, and with the familiar triple-paneled crowning rail of his Sheraton 
taste. A similar piece was sold at the American Art Galleries in the dispersal of the 


Hudnut Collection of last season, when Phyfe prices began to attain record-breaking 
figures. 

A Hepplewhite mahogany bow-front sideboard [No. 690} is the work of an 
unknown craftsman of one of the cities of the Delaware Valley, and is related to the 
earliest designs of Shearer; it is executed in beautifully grained mahogany of subdued 
patina. This piece and the perfect example of English Sheraton, the elaborately inlaid 
swell-front sideboard [ No. 660} adorned opposing walls in the Walnut Street dining 
room. 


DECORATIVE OBJECTS 


The decorative objects of the collection comprise early American glass, Stafford- 
shire pottery, Lowestoft and English porcelains, Colonial and Georgian silver [{includ- 
ing an important set of four George III candlesticks}; pewter [among which is a rare 
inscribed communion flagon from Lancaster, Pa., dated 1740]; brassware, with sev- 
eral fine sets of andirons and fire tools, and including two very rare pairs of miniature 
andirons; ship models, quilts and hooked rugs. One may perhaps refer here also to 
the engaging and beautifully made specimens of miniature and child’s furniture 
contained in the third and fourth sessions. 
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In regard to the chronology of the catalogue, it has been deemed desirable to 
offer approximate dates where possible; some care has been taken to allow for the 
necessary lapse of time between the appearance of the original English designs and 
their translation into American forms. It must however be understood that these dates 
are only approximate; the difficulty of assigning them may be appreciated from a study 
of the John Elliott labeled mirrors, which can be fairly well dated from the contem- 
porary advertisements, and indicate the belated survival of designs outmoded by about 
twenty or thirty years. In the case of rustic furniture, e. g., early slat-back and Wind- 
sor chairs, dressers, etc., no such attempt has been made.

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THE BENJAMIN RANDOLPH “SAMPLE” CHAIRS 


The following three chairs, known as three of the six “sample” chairs 
from their use as models by the Philadelphia cabinet-maker Randolph, 
are regarded by American and English experts as outstanding exam- 
ples of American chairmaking in the Chippendale taste; they present a rare 
richness of design and are of superb workmanship. The chairs are now 
definitely attributed to the master craftsman Benjamin Randolph of Phila- 
delphia, following a diligent research into his life and into the genealogy of 
his descendants. Most of the facts are ably set forth by Dr. S. W. Wood- 
house, Jr. in an article which appeared in Antiques, May, 1927. 

The wing armchair [No. 674] was purchased from Samuel Stockton 
Zelley of Philadelphia, a direct descendant of the wife of Benjamin Ran- 
dolph. Very little-has been published about Randolph’s life. He married 
Anna Bromwich in 1762; in his early transactions he styles himself ‘joiner’ 
and about 1770 on his elaborate trade card, ‘Cabinet maker at the Golden 
Eagle in Chestnut Street between Third and Fourth Streets, Philadelphia’. 
It is known that he received commissions from Thomas Jefferson. In 
1768 we also learn of his connection with Hercules Courtenay, carver and 
gilder of London. 

Further evidence to connect Randolph with these unique “sample” 
chairs is deduced from their provenance. It seems incontestable that they 
were the property of the master carver, and they were certainly preserved 
as treasured possessions in the family until their dispersal several years ago. 
They were rediscovered as the property of scattered descendants of the 
Fenimore family, into which Randolph married, his second wife being Mary 
Wilkinson Fenimore, who survived him by some years. In her will dated 
June, 1816, the statement occurs: “all the remainder of my household goods 
I give unto my son Nathaniel Fenimore” [by her first marriage}. Nathaniel 
Fenimore married Rebecca Zelley, who bore a daughter in 1831, Rebecca 
Zelley Fenimore; she in turn married her cousin Samuel Stockton Zelley, 
son of Benjamin Zelley. Samuel Stockton Zelley, from whom the chair was 
purchased, and Reba Zelley La Rue, from whom the “sample” chair [No. 
675} was obtained, were the children of this marriage. 

The third chair [No. 676] was bought from Mrs. Gertrude Prickett 
Wilson, who inherited it from her mother Gertrude Zelley Prickett, sister of 
Samuel Stockton Zelley and Reba Zelley La Rue. 

The conclusions which have separately been reached by Dr. Woodhouse 
and Mr. Cescinsky are based on arguments too elaborate to be detailed here, 
although we may mention one or two of the data afforded by the whole 
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group of chairs. The most characteristically American feature of our two 
side chairs are the stump rear legs; this fashion, which survived in America 
right through the Chippendale period after its virtual disappearance from 
English furniture, was conventional, as was the piercing of the rear uprights 
by the side rails of the seat, and seems to owe its presence to the fact that 
the chairs were intended to be stood against the wall when not used about 
a dining-table. Comparison of the six chairs shows that four have the 
rounded stumps and two the side rails piercing the back uprights; these 
facts, in view of their close stylistic relationship, have virtually vitiated any 
argument attributing English origin to a collection, all of which must have 
had a common source and some of which are indubitably American in 
character. Further comparison by Dr. Woodhouse has shown a close 
relation between the front legs of the wing chair and those of the famous 
Washington sofa in Independence Hall; and between one of the privately 
owned “sample” chairs and the well-known Cadwalader card table in the 
Metropolitan Museum. 

We have already outlined the pedigree of the chairs and the relation 
of the Fenimore family to Benjamin Randolph; if it can be shown then that 
Randolph was so situated as to have been able to produce pieces of this 
quality we may regard the question as virtually resolved. 

{1} Benjamin Randolph in his label states that he ‘makes all sorts of 
cabinet and chair work, likewise carving, gilding, etc. performed in the 
Chinese and modern tastes’, and illustrates the fact with elaborate rococo 
ornaments and pictures of furniture in the manner of the Director. [2] We 
have noted his connection with Jefferson. [3] Woodhouse states that the 
third edition of Chippendale’s book was bought by the Philadelphia Library 
Company in 1762 and was consequently available to the Philadelphia crafts- 
men. [4] Randolph’s connection with the master carver Courtenay appears 


in the latter’s presence as a witness in one of his transactions.

Mr. Cescin- 
sky also refers to the curtailed sweep of the legs, but this feature we regard 
as one likely to be common to the productions of most smaller cabinet- 
makers who would be desirous of economizing their material by this means.
